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ABSTRACT 

Society does not view rape seriously. Few rape crimes 
are successfully prosecuted. Rape results in permanent alteration of 
the victim's life. Besides street rape there is no consensus on the 
definition of rape. This study attempts to gather people's 
perceptions of rape. Subjects (n-96) were approached randomly and 
accepted if they fit into desired gender and socioeconomic group 
blocks. A questionnaire using semantic differential was given to 
participants who defined rape relative to other constructs in their 
semantic spaces. Four concepts (rape, seduction, assault, and making 
love) were used and grouped in different orders to avoid association 
bias. Participants were told that the survey was about a variety of 
topics and the construct rape was not mentioned. The results showed 
that males viewed seduction and making love as similar, while females 
viewed seduction and assault as similar. Socioeconomic r^roup did not 
have any effect except in interaction between gender and 
socioeconomic group on the assault-making love semantic space. Race 
and family type had no effects. Thirty percent of the male and 35 
percent of the female respondents reported that they or someone they 
knew had a prior rape incident. For those reporting this prior 
experience, the gender effect was negated and males viewed assault 
and seduction as more similar to rape than to making love. Further 
rape research might utilize this important variable. (ABL)

indicate that the rate of rape (and aiiault) ii draitically up, loeething it 
Mrong. Such incongruitiei leei to indicate a problew in the May our lociety 
vieMff or definei Mhat ii a eeriouif trauaatic, life deitroying act (American 
Piychiatric Aiiociation, 1980, p. 237). 

Eftiiatei (depending on hoM rape ii defined) are that over 25X of all fe«ales 
(and about one in eight malet) Mill lufftr at l«ait one phyiical violation (rape, 
eexual abuie, etc.) during their lifetittffi (Heraan, 1983| Ruiiell, 1983). Of 
thete criaei, about ten percent Mill be rtported| only ten percent of theet Mill 
reiult in lucceiiful proiecution (Burt tt Albin, 1981| Koii, 1983| Shrier, 1981). 
At the rifk of founding "uni cienti f ic", theie figurei are appalling. 

Nhen a perion it raped, not only ii the courie of the victia'i life 
perianently changed, but to are the livei of everyone Mith Mho« the victia 
interact!, Mhether thoie involved realiza it or not (Berglai, 19B5| Stark, 

1985) . Beiidei the obvioui coniequencei * personal violation and injury, 
perpetual fear, relationship degeneration - life patterns are also altered (for 
exaeple, parenting and child-rearing practices, interactional styles, etc.) 
(Becker k Skinner, 1983| Vernon It Best, 1983). 

With the effects so pervasive and usually so apparent, Mhy do the attitudes 
and perceptions of meibers of our society (such as those reflected in neMspaper 
headlines like that cited above, rape jokes, reactions to victies and offenders 
("victors"?) and advice given to prevent or foster recovery fro« rape) persist? 
We believe, in part, because the ansMer is certainly not sieple, that the reasons 
have to do Mith soci o-cul tur al transiission of gender expectations (LaMson & 
Hillix, 1983) and the propogation of rapa "eyths" (Burt, 1980| Shrier, 1981). 

Unlike Burt (1980), Me believe there is no siaple causal relationship betMeen 
rape "ayths" and public reactions; rather there is a coaplex interaction. At the 
core of this problea aay be the definition of rape itself. There are alaost as 
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iany dtfinitioni of tht act of rapt ai thtrt articlti on tht lubjtct (t.g., 
BroMniilltr, 1975| Burt tt Albin, 1981| Kilpatrick, 19B3] Kois, 1983). "Thtrt 
apptari to bt no public conctniui ... ai to Mhat conititutti raptf Mith tht 
ffxctption of a ittrotypiL' 'itrttt' rapt** (Nilliati, 1979, p. 4). Thtit 
variationi cau«t difficultiti not only in rtitarch (t.g., difftrtnt rt^orti of 
rapt prtvaltnct), but in tht prtvtntion of rapt and dtaling Mith ptoplt'i 
rtactioni (t.g., juriti) ai Mtil. 

Accordingly, Mt havt attttpttd to gathtr data on ptoplt'i baiic ptrctptioni 
of tht act of rapt (rathtr than on ptrctptioni of victiti or othtr circuiitancti 
lurrounding tht cri»t). Uiing a itiantic di f f trtntial , Mt aiktd rtipondtnti to 
difint rapt rtlativt to othtr conitructi in thtir ittantic ipacti. Colltcting 
luch baiic information could providt an tiitntial foundation for furthtr Mork on 
rapt, both rtitarch and inttrvtntion.

Thi rifulti of thii itudy confiri other riiiarch that found gender 
diffirincis in ittitudii tOMird ripi. Hoit lignif icintly for thii itudy, thoii 
diffirincif Miri found bitMiin thi concipti of aiiiult and iiductioni and bitMiin 
iiduction and «aking lovi. Halii viiMid iiduction and ■aking lovi at liiilar, 
Mhili fi«alif viiMid iiduction and aitault ai tiiilar. 

Thi only iffict of SES Mai diionitratid in intiraction bitMiin gindir and SES 
on thi aiiault-iaking lovi iiiantic ipaci. Othir^ifi SES Mai not a lignificant 
variabU. No ifficti of raci or faiily typi Miri found. Only gindir appiarid 
to bi a poMirful variabli. 

It Mai lignificant in thiii findingi that ovir 30X oi thi tubjicti riportid 
having prior ixpiriinci Mith a rapi incidint. Analyiii uiing prior r^pi 
ixpiriinci ai an indipindint variabli yiildid loii lignificant diffirincii, moit 
noticabli with thi aiiaul t-iiduction and aiiaul t-iaking lovi iiiantic ipacii. In 
fact, prior rapi ixpiriinci nigatid thi gindir iffict. That ii, thin Miri no 
diffirincii bitMiin «alii and fmalii Mhin both had had both prior ixpiriinci 
Mith rapi. With no prior pirional ixpiriinci Mith rapi, nalii and fimalis did 
shoM diffirint attitudis.

Thi largi nuiibfr of lubjicti Mho riportid a rapi incidint ii coniiitint Mith 
thi growing conciniui that rape occuri luch aori frtquintly than ii rtported. 
Rapff ffxpiriinci Mai ivinly diitributid acrott gindir, raci, and locial iconoaic 
statuf, florff fvidtnci for tha fact that rapi it not confinid to a particular 
racial or iconoaic boundary^ 

Tha lingla aoit iaportant finding of thii itudy if that tha iapact of a rapa 
axparianca on cloia faaily aaabari ii claarly daaonitratad. Attitudfi of aalai 
Mho had a cloia faaily aaabar or friand Mho hava baan rapad, rw>^wAlwd diffarant 
attitudaa froi aalai Mith no prior contact. Furthar attantion ihould alio ba 
diractad to tha iapact of rapa on lignificant othari, in aducational and 
supportiva activitiai, at hpII at raiaarch. If tha iapact of rapa can loaahOM ba 
iaputad through an aducation intarvantion prior to an actual occuranca, a 
significant pravantiva aaaiura Mill hava baan davalopad.
